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HON. W. S, FIELDING TELLS OF 
CANADA'S GONTINUED PROSPERITY 


Minister of Finance Introduced the Budget By a Com- 
prehensive Review of Canada’s Fiscal Affairs. 


Ottawa, 23—Hon. W. S. Field- 
ing delivered the Budget speech yes- 
terday. He gaid:— 

In presenting for the tenth time the 
annual statement of the financial af- 
tairs of the Dominion, all will rejoice 
with me upon the continuance of that 
reinarkavle prosperity with which Can- 


May 


ada has been biessed by a kind pro- 
yidence for a very long period of 
years. With regard to the affairs of 


the iast financial year, the revenue 
was suostantially the same as my an- 
ticipations. The customs revenue 
showed an increase of $731,000; the 
post office, $473,000; railway revenue, 
au Increase of $423,000. Against these 
there were geveral decreases in thc 
general classification of our services. 
Excise showed a decrease of $372,000; 
Dominion lands, $150,000, and miscel- 
laneoug, $582,000. 

Notwithstanding these decreases the 
revenue of the year showed an in- 
crease of $512,955. On the whole it 
was not an unsatisfactory year. It 
would ve correct to state that the 
year was a period of rest in respect 
to revenue and trade when the coun- 
try was apparently taking breath, 
preparing for the larger expangion 
which was at hand. in regard. to 
expenditure for the year it was larger 
than I anticipated wher I made the 
budget speech. Asa matter of fact 
after the close of the fiscal year no 
less than $17,000,000 came into the ac- 
counte between that time and_ the 
period allowed by the regulations for 
the cloging of the accounts. This was 
more than the total expenditure oi 
the country for several years follow- 
ing the union. While we had hoped to 
cloge the year with the very moderate 
increase of the public debt it showed 
an increase of five million dollars. 

It is worth remembering that we 
are dealing with the budgets now with 
vast sums, muth larger than former- 
ly, and our éstimates will not be so 
close as in the past. The result was 


that ingtead of $9,000,000, as I anti- 
cipated the surplus was $7,863,083, a 
surplus very satisfactory in itself. 


I have prepared a statement showing 
the surplus of each year from the time 
this Government assumed office which 
is as follows: The first year, 1896-7, 
showed a deficit of $519, 981, and each 
year gince there has been a surplus re- 
corded as follows: 1897, $1,752,000; 1898, 
$4,837,000 ; 1899.$9,084,000 ; 1901 $5.648.000 ; 


1902, $7,291,000; 1903, $14,345.000; 1904. 
$15,056,000; 1905, $7,863,000.
